PROSPECTUS 

The Sangeet Natak Akademi, ever since its inception, had 
realised the urgent necessity of starting a centre or institute which 
could train up persons in various aspects of the dramatic art in our 
country. Accordingly, the idea was taken up by the Akademi in 
1955 and it was decided to start a National School of Drama at 
Delhi. The School has now started functioning since July, 1959, 
with a two-year Diploma Course. 


Objectives 

It has been felt that in spite of widespread theatre activity 
allover the country, by amateur, semi-professional and some 
professional groups, and in spite of general acting talent 
available everywhere, the productions of these groups 
generally lack in proper training and sufficient understanding of the 
main purpose and various aspects of drama and theatre. The 
National School of Drama, has, therefore, set before, itself the 
following aims: 

(a) Toimpart knowledge of acting, both in theory and 
practice, and of producing and directing plays; 

(b) To equip the students with the literary history of drama 
and also to acquaint them with the fundamentals of 
script-writing; 

(c) Torun special short-term courses on specified subjects. 


Admission 
The course will be open to all men and women of at least 25 
years of age. Maximum number of seats is 25 for each course. 
Applications for admission have to be made ona prescribed form 
available from the Director. The session starts in July and the last 
date for receiving applications is March 15. 
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Minimum qualifications for admission are: 


(i) Matriculation or any equivalent examination; 

(ii) Working knowledge of Hindi; 
(iii) Experience of theatre in any one of the following : 

(a) Acting in at least [0 plays; 

(b) Participation in at least 5 Productions; 

(c) At least one literary contribution in the field of drama.

The School awards [0 scholarships of Rs. 200/- per month to 
deserving candidates. 


Working Hours 
The classes are held from 9 a.m. to4 p.m. with two breaks 
for tea and lunch. Rehearsals or any other practical work is also 
carried on in the evenings whenever required. 


Boarding Accommodation 
At present the School has no hostel or boarding house of any 
kind and the students will have to make their own arrangements 
for board and lodging. There is, however, a canteen at the School 
premises where refreshments are available on payment at reasonable 
rates.

RULES FOR STUDENTS 


1. The Admission to the training course, in the first ins- 
tance, is provisional. Ifa student fails to carry out the work or is 
found otherwise below the required standard or unsuitable, by the 
end of the first term, the question of his/her continuing in the 
training may be reconsidered. The school also reserves the right 
of removal of any student at any stage, whose work failsto meet 
the needs or seems harmful to the School. 


2. All students receiving stipends from the National School 
of Drama will be required to execute a Bond to the effect that if 
he/she decides to discontinue the training before the end of two 


years, he/she will have to return all the stipend money paid to him/ 
her befere such discontinuance. 


3. Minimum attendance necessary in the School will be 90% 
of the total lectures delivered or practical classes held. The attend- 
ance for the students receiving stipends will be calculated quarterly, 
and if found short, may lead to stipend being deducted or 
stopped. The student not receiving any stipend from the National 
School of Drama are likely to be detained if their attendance is 
shorter than 90%. 


4. No medical leave for a period of more than three days 
will be sanctioned without a proper medical certificate. 


5. Ifa student is ill for more than 90 days in an academic 
year, he may either be detained or his/her stipend, if any, may be 
discontinued. 


6. Punctuality of attendance is required in the class at all 
exercises, lectures and rehearsals. Three days late attendance will 
be treated as equivalent to one day’s absence. 


7. Students are not allowed to enter into any other arrange- 
ment for training outside the School except with the written con- 
sent of the Director. 
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8. Students are not allowed to seek or accept any engagements 
to appear in public, either on the amateur or professional stage or 
in any radio programme nor to undertake outside employment 
during their term of study unless with the written consent of the 
Director. Even after the consent, the students must bear in mind 
that they can be called for work in the School at any time without 
notice. 


9. Students must conduct themselves, according to the rules 
which covers manners and appearance. Any student guilty of any 
conduct unbecoming a lady or gentleman may be suspended or ex- 
pelled at the discretion of the Director. 


10. Students are not allowed to invite visitors or friends to 
any of the classes, lectures or rehearsals, except with the prior 
permission of the Director. 


11. Students must take the parts for whichthey are cast and 
rehearse, play and perform them in correct and painstaking manner, 
as required by the teachers or the Director. 


12. The students must provide themselves with all the 
required books, materials or any other equipment as directed. 


13. Students guilty of disobedience of these rules are liable 
to disciplinary action. 


Courses of study 


As mentioned above, the course is for two years. The 


teaching will consist of both theory and practice in the following 
subjects : 


(a) Dramatic Literature 
(b) Acting 
(c) Production 
FIRST YEAR 
A. Dramatic Literature 


What isadrama? Howa play differs from other types of 
literature ? Constituents of a play. 
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Rasa : theory and other theories of Poetics, both of East and 
West. 
Study of five plays from different periods. 


B. Acting 

Understanding the actor’s media, e.g., mechanism of voiee, its 
scale, and range; body and its gestures and movements. 

Training of actors’ media to express the poetry of emotions. 

Make-up. 

C. Production 

Study of different types of theatre. 

Setting-design and construction, mode] making; Costumes— 
period, contemporary and mythological; lighting fundamentals of 
electricity, different lighting apparatus used on stage, theory of 
colour—pigments and light. 


Use of illusory and conventional methods in all the above 
aspects of decor—their limitations and differences. 


At least five selected scenes or one-act plays to be selected 
and produced by the students. 

SECOND YEAR 
A. Dramatic Literature 

Modern theories of drama, their distinctive features in rela- 
tion to ancient Indian theories. 

Criticism of drama, analyses of characters, with special 
emphasis on individual as part of the play, and play as part of 
social reality. 

Study of play construction, e.g. plot, climax, etc. 

Complete understanding of various phases of play-writing. 

Study of another five plays of different periods including two 

Sanskrit plays. 

B. Acting 
Creative acting. 
Interpretation and projection of character. 
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Achieving mutual responses. Relation of the individual actor 
to the ensemble and its impact on the audience. 


Study of different theories of Acting, including those of 
Bharat, Stanislavsky and others. 
Make-up. 


C. Production 
Conventional and illusory methods of decor, their relationship 


and adjustments in different phases. Further models of stage- 
setting in different styles; preparation of estimates. 


Costumes-designing in relation to the mood, theme and 
period of the play. 


Colour symbolism, its history and application; language of 
colour and its application on model stage with model settings; 
practical operation of switch-board with dimmers on model as well 
as on actual stage. 


Preparing productions script; various methods and styles of 
production; casting; methods of conducting rehearsals. 


Organising a show from beginning to end, including estimates 
for the cost of production, publicity, theatre management etc. 


Production of at least two full-length plays to be selected and 
produced by the students. 


Research 
Together with the National School of Drama, the Sangeet 
Natak Akademi is also running the Asian Theatre Institute in co- 
operation with the UNESCO with the following objectives in view: 


(i) To conduct research in the dramatic forms of India and 
other Asian Countries. 


(ii) To provide facilities for research by artists and scholars 
from other countries of Asia; 

(iii) To provide for exchange of dramatic forms between the 
different Asian countries and, through study and experi- 
mentation, to create an understanding of the indigenous 
theatre forms in relation to the contemporary forms; 
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(iv) Tocollect valuable material for evolving new patterns 
and forms in theatre production. : 


In order to achieve these aims two Fellowships, each of 
Rs. 250/- per month, and five Scholarships, each of Rs. 100/- per 
month, have been instituted. If required, they can be extended for 


another year. 


Some of the subjects suggested, are as follows, though other 
topics may also be considered : 


i. Studies in Indian folk theatre, such as Jatra (Bengal), 
Nautanki-Swang (U. P.), Bhavai (Gujerat), Tamasha 
(Maharashtra), Ankia Nat (Assam), Yakshagan (Karnatak), or 
any other form from any region in India. 


2. Comparative study of Indian, Chinese and other Oriental 
Theatres. 


3. Hindu Theatre Architecture. 


4. Influence of Indian theatre on South-East Asian theatre forms 
and vice versa. 


5. Similarities of purpose, motif and design in the theatre 
costumes in the Asian Countries. 
6. Stage costumes in different parts of India. 


7. Costumes in Ancient Indian theatre. 


8. Comparative studies in the structure of Western and Asian 
plays. 

9. Nature and place of dramatic climax in Indian and other 
Oriental plays. 

10. Purpose and function of music in traditional theatre of India 
and other Asian countries. 


Applications for Admission as Research Fellows and Scholars 
have to be made separately, for which the following qualifications 
are necessary : 

(i) Extensive experience of practical theatre work for at least 

five years; 
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(ii) Study and grasp of the history of drama and theatre: 
(iii) Experience of some research in the specific subject for 


which application is made. 


The selected candidates, will work under the guidance of the 
expert personnel of the National School of Drama and Asian 
Theatre Institute. They will also have to undertake field work 


whenever required.
